U.S.  imports  of  specified  condiments  and  flavoring  materials  registered 
impressive  gains  in  1970#  rising  to  $77*9  million  or  18  perd^nt"  over  1969 
imports  of  $66  million.  Imports  also  increased  on  a volume  basis,  rising  to 
272.8  million  pounds  from  248.4  million  in  the  year  before.  Accounting  for 
much  of  the  dollar  increase  were  higher  world  prices  for  black  and  white 
pepper,  cloves,  ginger,  and  pimento.  Most  of  the  volume  gain  was  attributed 
to  a 21-million-pound  increase  in  mustard  seed  imports,  reflecting  declining 
U.S.  production  and  large  Canadian  supplies. 


Imports  of  cardamon,  turmeric,  celery  seed,  dill  seed,  marjoram,  and  origanum 
leaves  all  recovered  from  their  low  1969  levels.  In  contrast,  imports  of 
cassia,  cinnamon,  and  curry  were  all  off  sharply  from  their  levels  of  the 
previous  year. 

Vanilla  bean  imports  rose  to  2.2  million  pounds  valued  at  $10.4  million, 
reflecting  record  exports  by  the  Malagasy  Republic.  New  York  6pot  Bourbon 
(Malagasy)  vanilla  prices  during  1970  averaged  between  $5*50  and  5*70  per 
pound,  showing  little  change  from  the  preceding  year.  However,  higher  prices 
are  anticipated  this  year  as  most  major  exporting  countries  have  scheduled 
price  increases  for  1971*

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World  Trade  of  Specified  Spices 


Pepper  — Preliminary  data  indicate  that  world  exports  of  black  and  white 
pepper  (Piper  nigrum  L.)  for  1970  declined  for  the  third  consecutive  year, 
reflecting  smaller  shipments  by  Indonesia,  Sarawak,  Brazil,  and  the  Malagasy 
Republic.  World  pepper  exports  in  1969  approximated  l8l  million  pounds,  down 
from  190  million  in  1968  and  200  million  pounds  in  1967.  New  York  spot  prices 
for  Indonesian  (Lampong)  black  pepper  during  1970  averaged  57«1  cents  per 
pound,  compared  with  the  1969  average  of  40.5  cents. 

India's  1969  pepper  exports  totaled  only  38 »4  million  pounds  and  were  the 
lowest  since  1964.  The  lower  1969  exports  mainly  reflect  smaller  shipments 
to  the  U.S.S.R.,  which  took  only  15*5  million  pounds,  down  sharply  from  27*7 
million  pounds  in  1968.  Exports  to  the  United  States  still  remained  at  low 
levels,  amounting  to  3*9  million  pounds,  compared  with  1968  shipments  of  only 
2.2  million  pounds. 

India's  pepper  exports  during  1970  are  believed  to  have  recovered  from  the 
poor  export  performance  of  the  previous  year.  Shipments  during  the  first 
6 months  amounted  to  27.2  million  pounds,  up  from  20.8  million  pounds  during 
the  corresponding  1969  period.  Because  of  reduced  supplies  from  Indonesia, 

U.S.  purchases  of  Indian  pepper  will  be  higher  in  1970  as  shipments  to  the 
United  States  during  the  first  6 months  already  exceeded  the  1969  annual  total. 
Exports  to  the  U.S.S.R.  during  the  same  period  amounted  to  13*8  million  pounds, 
up  from  7*2  million  pounds  during  January- June  1969. 

Reflecting  a poor  harvest,  Indonesian  pepper  exports  (official  export  data, 
excluding  contraband  to  Singapore)  in  1969  amounted  to  only  33 ♦ 7 million 
pounds,  off  33  percent  from  1968  shipments  of  50*3  million  and  well  under  the 
1967  level  of  82.1  million  pounds.  The  1970  crop  was  also  disappointing  and 
exports  again  were  small. 

Sarawak's  exports  in  1969  were  a record  64.2  million  pounds,  and  nearly 
tripled  the  1960-64  annual  average  level  of  22*5  million  pounds.  The  bulk  of 
Sarawak's  pepper  continues  to  be  channeled  through  the  Singapore  entrepot, 
which  in  1969  accounted  for  58.8  million  pounds,  or  almost  92  percent  of 
Sarawak’s  exports.  Exports  for  the  first  7 months  of  1970  totaled  28  million 
pounds,  compared  with  31*7  million  pounds  during  the  same  period  a year 
earlier. 

The  Government  of  Malaysia  has  planned  to  establish  a Pepper  Marketing  Board 
to  regulate  the  pepper  industry  in  Malaysia.  The  Board  will  initially  operate 
only  in  the  States  of  Sarawak  and  Johor e where  most  of  Malaysian  pepper  is 
grown  and  will  be  empowered  to  participate  in  the  purchase,  grading, 
processing,  and  disposal  of  pepper  as  well  as  to  promote  sales.  The  Board 
will  also  license  dealers  and  agents  and  render  financial  assistance  to 
persons  associated  with  the  industry. 

Brazilian  pepper  exports  in  1969  amounted  to  a record  32  million  pounds,  up 
sharply  from  exports  of  21.4  million  pounds  in  the  previous  year.  Because  of 
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a smaller  crop,  exports  in  1970  will  probably  be  well  below  the  record  level 
of  the  previous  year. 

Shipments  from  the  Malagasy  Republic  in  1969  were  a record  7*6  million  pounds, 
up  12  percent  over  the  1968  exports  of  6.8  million  pounds.  Exports  during 
the  first  10  months  of  1970  were  down,  amounting  to  3*1  million  pounds, 
compared  with  5*7  million  pounds  for  the  similar  1969  period. 

Reexports  of  pepper  from  Singapore  in  1 969  amounted  to  73 • 8 million  pounds, 
down  from  91*^  million  pounds  in  1968.  About  one-half  of  Singapore's  pepper 
shipments  are  to  the  United  States.  Shipments  during  the  first  6 months  of 
1970  totaled  40  million  pounds,  up  from  3^*6  million  pounds  for  the 
corresponding  1969  period. 

Reflecting  smaller  shipments  from  Indonesia,  U.S.  imports  of  black  and  white 
pepper  in  1970  fell  10. 5 percent  from  the  preceding  year  to  48.3  million 
pounds.  However,  because  of  higher  world  prices  the  value  rose  to  $21.1 
million,  up  from  $15*9  million  in  1969* 

Allspice  (Pimento)  — Pimento  prices  moved  higher  in  1970  in  response  to  poor 
1969  and  1970  harvests  in  Jamaica  — the  world's  largest  producer.  New  York 
spot  prices  for  Jamaican  pimento  in  1970  rose  steadily  from  85  cents  per 
pound  in  January  to  95*3  cents  by  December.  Hie  1970  crop  was  well  below 
normal  as  a result  of  prolonged  and  heavy  rains.  Also  adding  to  the  lower 
level  of  production  were  the  more  rigid  government  grading  methods,  which 
resulted  in  greatly  increased  rejections  and  discouraged  some  producers  and 
dealers  from  harvesting  and  handling  the  crop.  Jamaican  production  in  1969 
was  reported  at  a mere  2.2  million  pounds,  in  contrast  to  the  large  1967  and 
1968  crops  of  8.7  million  and  9*2  million  pounds,  respectively. 

Jamaica's  exports  in  1969  rose  to  7*2  million  pounds,  44  percent  over  1968 
shipments  of  5 million  pounds,  because  of  strong  world  demand  brought  about 
by  short  world  clove  supplies.  Despite  the  fall  in  production,  export  demand 
was  able  to  be  met  by  drawing  upon  stocks  from  the  large  1967  and  1968  crops. 
Shipments  of  pimento  oil  increased  moderately  from  84,000  pounds  in  1968 
to  95# 000  pounds  in  1969* 

U.S.  imports  of  pimento  in  1970  totaled  I.56  million  pounds  valued  at  $1.1 
million,  compared  with  1969  imports  of  0.95  million  pounds  valued  at  $0.68 
million. 

Cloves  — Clove  prices  remained  firm  in  1970  following  the  sharp  runup 
experienced  in  the  preceding  year.  New  York  spot  prices  in  1970  averaged 
$2.04  per  pound,  compared  with  $1*73  and  $0.63  per  pound  in  1969  and  1968, 
respectively. 

Reflecting  poor  crops  in  Tanzania  and  the  Malagasy  Republic,  world  clove 
trade  fell  dramatically  in  1969*  Exports  from  Tanzania  in  1969  dropped  to 
16.2  million  pounds  from  25.8  million  during  the  year  before,  and  1969 
shipments  from  the  Malagasy  Republic  fell  to  only  2.1  million  pounds  from 
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the  record  1968  level  of  2J.k  million  pounds.  Preliminary  data  indicate  a 
recovery  in  export  levels  for  1970.  Exports  from  the  Malagasy  Republic 
during  the  first  10  months  totaled  7*9  million  pounds,  compared  with  only  1.8 
million  pounds  for  the  similar  1969  period.  Tanzanian  shipments  for  the  first 
quarter  of  1970  amounted  to  6.6  million  pounds,  up  from  5*2  million  in  1969* 

With  some  easing  of  the  tight  supply  situation,  clove  prices  in  early  1971 
have  been  declining.  New  York  spot  prices  in  January  and  February  have 
averaged  $1.83  and  $1.62  per  pound,  respectively. 

U.S.  clove  imports  in  1970  more  than  doubled  those  of  the  preceding  year, 
amounting  to  2.1  million  pounds,  valued  at  $3. 3 million. 

Cassia  and  cinnamon  — World  prices  for  both  cassia  and  cinnamon  declined 
during  1970  from  the  higher  levels  of  a year  earlier.  New  York  spot  prices 
for  Seychelles  cinnamon  fell  from  the  1969  average  of  47.5  cents  per  pound 
to  33*5  cents  per  pound  in  1970.  Ceylon  No.  2 cinnamon  dropped  to  an  average 
of  67.I  cents  per  pound  from  81.6  cents  the  year  before. 

Exports  of  cinnamon  from  Ceylon  and  Seychelles  in  1969  totaled  12.9  million 
pounds,  off  over  16  percent  from  1968  shipments  of  15*5  million.  Export  data 
for  Indonesia  are  not  available,  but  cassia  shipments  from  South  Vietnam  in 
1969  totaled  only  6, 600  pounds,  well  under  the  i960 -64  annual  average  level 
of  1.3  million  pounds. 

U.S.  imports  of  both  cinnamon  and  cassia  in  1970  were  off  sharply  from  1969. 
Imports  of  cassia  fell  39  percent  to  4.8  million  pounds,  valued  at  $3*8 
million,  and  cinnamon  imports  were  down  35  percent  to  3«9^  million  pounds, 
valued  at  $1.6  million. 

Ginger  — Ginger  prices  continued  to  advance  during  much  of  1970,  reflecting 
reduced  1969  world  exports . India  * s ginger  exports  in  1969  fell  sharply  to 
only  2.8  million  pounds,  compared  with  4.9  million  in  the  previous  year  and 
11.4  million  pounds  in  1966.  Shipments  from  Sierra  Leone  ©n&  Jamaica  were 
also  sharply  lower.  However,  Nigeria's  exports  rose  to  7.1  million  pounds 
from  4.3  million  in  1968.  Prices  during  the  closing  months  of  1970  and  in 
the  early  months  of  1971  have  been  trending  downward,  reflecting  a modest 
recovery  in  1970  shipments  by  India,  Sierra  Leone,  and  Jamaica. 

New  York  spot  prices  for  Nigerian  (peeled)  ginger  reached  a peak  in  August 
and  September,  averaging  7 6 cents  per  pound,  up  sharply  from  the  1969  and 
1968  annual  averages  of  4l.8  and  20.6  cents  per  pound,  respectively. 

Volume-wise,  U.S.  ginger  imports  in  1970  showed  little  change  from  the 
preceding  year;  however,  because  of  higher  prices  the  value  of  ginger  imports 
rose  by  60  percent  to  $2.24  million. 
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Vanilla  — Vanilla  exports  from  the  Malagasy  Republic  in  1969  were  a record 
2.42  million  pounds.  The  United  States  continued  to  be  the  largest 
recipient,  talcing  1.64  million  pounds  with  almost  all  of  the  balance  going 
to  France  and  West  Germany.  Exports  during  the  first  10  months  of  1970 
totaled  2.11  million  pounds,  compered  with  1.83  million  for  the  corresponding 
1969  period. 

Mexico's  exports  in  1969  fell  sharply  to  only  39^00  pounds  and  therefore 
were  the  lowest  since  1964.  However,  Uganda's  exports  were  a record  17,000 

pounds ? up  from  6,200  pounds  in  1968 . 

New  York  spot  prices  for  Bourbon  (Malagasy)  vanilla  beans  in  1970  ranged 
between  $5*50  and  $5*70  per  pound,  closely  approximating  levels  of  the 
preceding  year. 

The  Vanilla  Alliance  (composed  of  the  Malagasy  Republic,  Comoro  Islands, 
and  Reunion)  met  during  November  1970  and  reportedly  agreed  to  raise  export 
prices  by  approximately  30  cents  per  pound  for  1971*  The  Alliance  scheduled 
an  additional  increase  of  20  cents  per  pound  to  become  effective  in  1972. 
Export  quotas  were  also  agreed  upon  and  were  set  at  levels  to  correspond 
with  the  anticipated  world  demand  in  1971* 

Reflecting  larger  shipments  by  the  Malagasy  Republic  and  Indonesia,  U.S. 
vanilla  imports  in  1970  increased  by  18  percent  over  the  level  of  the  year 
before  to  2.24  million  pounds,  valued  at  $10.4  million.
